The lioiiie rule bill for Ireland 
again passed the House of Commons 
on Monday night, which crowns witli 
victory the long and determined 
tight of the Irlah Natlaaaltsts. 
"I think in the present drMiDiatanceH 
there Is nothing for the House of 
Commons to do but proceed with the 
home rule for Ireland Mil as it now 
stands." Tliis was llie closing; sen- 
tence of a speech delivered Monday 
in the House of Commons by John 
B. Redmond, leader of the Irish 
Nationaliata, who made tha final 
speech on behalf of tha Nationalist 
party on the second reading of the 
home rule bill. The vote of the 
House on the measure was arranged 
to be taken that ninlil The day's 
proceeilings In the House were 
opc-ned by Redmond, who pleaded 
that the present stage of the con- 
troveray waa ao crltfeal that all 
energies must be devoted to taeing a 
settlement of the realltieo. Ho con 
tinned: "The country as a whole 
elck and tired of the Irish question 
and it must be settled here and 
now." In the course of his speech 
Redmond said: "The House of Com- 
mona owes It as a duty to Ireland 
aad to England to pass the home 
rule bill, I am profoundly confident 
that when the bill has once been 
passed it never will be repealed." 

In an address on Saturday at 
Ladybank, Scotland. Premier As- 
quith definitely refused the Union- 
ists' demand that the question of 
home rule ahauld he submitted to 
the elaetom. Ha aald: "Wa haUara 
It to be a wise and Juat meaaure. 
We have disclaimed and will con- 
tinue to disclaim any submission of 
It to the country. None the less, \se 
are earnest ly anxion.-' 11 li is possible

DuriiiK this short period 
the home rule hill passed its second 
reading The resignation of Col. 
Seely as Secretary of War was 
brought abovt by the crisis in the 
army la eenneetlon with the Ulster 
situation. 

Although about half the popula- 
tion of London spent Saturday after- 
noon ileinonstrating for and against 
home rule, the majority of the par- 
aders losing their tempers and many 
their purees, the day closed with a 
aad damper for the Ulater aympa- 
tbiiera. About SOCOOO of l«ndon's 
tribe of nomads at an average cost 
of fifty cents a head for liquid re- 
freshments had marched to Hyde 
I'ark carrying mdniature T'nion 
Jacks and wearing badges inscribed

The lateat addition to the proposed 
segregation ordinance has been a

leys, which is a mlsatatemeat of the

The .Most Rev. Jeremiah Harty, 
Archbfshop of Manila, who is now In 
this country on the advice of his 
physician, wlio feared that the pre- 
late would suffer ii lomplete break- 
down unless he left the terrible heat 
and bard labora of hla arcbdiooaaa 
lor a abort raat la hla own cllmata, 
was last week la Indiana. Wadnea- 
day evening he arrived for a vlalt to 
St. Melnrad, accompanied by the 
Rev. James O'Brien, pastor of St. 
Margaret's church, St. I.rf)uis, and a 
former student of St. Meinrad's 
Seminary. Father O'Brien was asso- 
ciated with Archbiahop Harty tor 
many yeara wbea the latter waa 
pastor of St fLao'a ehareh in the 
same city, hefara Ma appointment to 
Manila. 

In an address on Saturday before 
the faculty and students of St. 
.Meinrad's Seminary and Preparatory 
College the Archbishop declared that 
Obe atorlea circulated In this coun- 
try regarding the religious conditions 
of the Philippine Islands during the 
ministration of the Spanish friars 
were "calumnies out of whole doth. 
84>parently directed toward Spain 
when really meant for the Catholic 
htircb, and are but a part of the 
plot to rOb the Plllppinoa Of their 
faith." The Archbishop paid a 
glowing tribute to the administra- 
tion of the Islands by the I'nited 
States Government. 

"There is a disposition to defame 
Spain and everything Spaniril In re- 
gard to the Philippine Islands," said 
Archbishop Harty. "but thla la only a 
guise, only a diahoneot trick. The 
real motive behind tt Is to defame 
the Catholic church, to hinder her 
work in the islands, to rob these 
poor Klliiiitios of the laiili to which

There are now more than 
15,000,000 of Catholioa la the 
United States. We have three mem- 

bers of the Sacred College and Rome 
is represented at Washington "by an 
Apostolic Delegate. The country is 
divided into fourreen ecclesiastical 
provlncee, each governed by Its 
MetropollUn. and there are nearly 
100 suffragan Bishops, each charged 
with the care of hla own diocaae. 
The number of Catholic priaata, 
churches, schools, academies, col- 
leges and other rellKlous instltutiona 
are loo many to be accurately 
enumerated, for what would he true 
today would be short of the mark 
tomorrow. 

And yet It to only 10« yeara slnee 
wo had bnt a aingle Biahop, tka 
Right Rev. John Carroll, of BaRl- 
more. with our country as a diocese, 
the anniveraary of the first division 
of which we note In our Catholic 
American chronology under date of 
April g, 1808. The contrast is strik- 
ing; the taaaan obvious. 

When Father Carroll, S. J., 
rived In Maryland from England, 
June 26, 1774, In consequence of 
the suppression of the Jesuits, whose 
society he had Joined at Liege in 
1753, there was not a single pub- 
lic Catholic church or place of 
worship in the State of Maryland, 
chiefly owing to the lawa agalaat 
Catholics In that fltgta. In whieh 
Catholics had been the flrat to pr»- 
claim religioua liberty aad fraed|i>a 
of conscience. 

When ten years later the same 
Father John Carroll, on November 
26. 1784. was appointed Prefect 
Apostolic at the whole United Statea 
there were about 25,000 CathoUca in 
Maryland, Pennsylvania. Virginia 
i^d they were mjata- 
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pec(ed that the suggestions of Presl 
den( Tarpy will result in an in- 
creased altendance and many addi- 
tions to the membership.

Bishop .lohn Carroll's request Pius 
VIF. issued bulls for the division of 
the diocese of Baltimore, the crea- 
tion of the sees of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia and Bardstown, and the 
appointment of four new Bishopa. 
Baltimore became an arohdloceao 
and Bshop Carroll an Archbishop. 

.New York iiover saw her first 
Bishop, for though the Irish Domini- 
can prior of St. Clement's, father 
Richard Luke Concanen, was conse- 
crated In RoBM on April at. ISOg. 
he waa nnalbie to leave Btarope 
owing to the troubled ppUtical con- 
ditions of the time, and: he died of 
fever at Naples on January 19. 1810, 
while awaiting transportation. 

Boston's first Bishop, the sainUy 
John Louis Cheverua, who had led 
the life of a hard working mission- 
ary since his arrival In 1796. waa not 
consecrated undl November 1, lilO. 
and after 'herculean labors In New 
Kngland he resigned and died Car- 
dinal-Archbishop of Bordeaux July 
19, IS3(;. 

Philadelphia's first Bishop was 
Father Mtohael Upaa. O. 8. P.. 
Bishop Carroll'a Vicar General la 
(hat city, and the delayed bulls pre- 
vented his consecration until October 
2s. 1810. After a brief admiatotra- 
tiou he died at (he afa ot fifty ftraai 
July 22, 1814. 

'Father Benedict Joseph Flaget 
waa not only the first but also the 
third BUbop of the old dtoceae of 
Bardstown, which on Its eatabllah- 
men( included the entire Northweat 
as It was then known. He was con- 
secrated November 4, 1810; re- 
signed in ls:!0 and was reappointed 
as the successor of his own suc- 
oeaaor. the Right Rev. John Baptist 
Mary David. In Ittl the episcopal 
see was transferred to LotttovUle 
and Bishop Flaget became the flrat 
Bishop of Louisville and governed
